In 1933 he was transferred to the Vienna iansamt. A 
member of the Iw 1AI since nocember 1953 and an 3S Ober- 
aturabnarfuehrer since 1934, he- wos arrested in July 
1934 under the suspicion of working for an underground 
na 2 i organization. ’ After a three aoatha arrest he was 
dismissed from hie .coition on 1 -epteober 1934, but 
later received a pension effective as of 1 rtoveeber 1936*

BEAIJtiiBhhS vrao rehabilitated and became lolizeidirektor 
of Salzburg. Be held thle position until the end of the 
war, although be was drafted into the army where he 
served with several unite, lent ranking major. After 
the war he was kept for some time in British Internment, 
first in Bimini, then at Camp woli’oberg, ktyria. 

4. A charge woo brought against ;)R.Al7ju>3fitO accusing him 
of iiazi collaboration trior to the ''Anschluss" and of 
having assisted the JTdfcW in effecting /.U» trie’s 
annexation. Evidence was found in his book "haeaaer 
bucbbsii huocjfen" (hen must fight), published in 1938 
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or 1939 by the ,'erner Sletsch Verlag, selpsig, wherein 
he deooribod hi3 Illegal fight for the 1-ioL'Ai' in Austria. 

So was sentenced by the Peoples ’ Court Vienna (file number 
GZ.Vg Id Vr 6978/46 ilv 9/48) on 20 February 1948 to two 
years imprisonment mid a loss of his property for high 
treason. Reasons for this sentence were: (a) ftia mamber- 
ship with uJIAX- since 0..eamber 1933. (b) his membership 
with do, laet ranking .3 lieutenant colonel, since 1934, 
(c) hia collaboration with the illegal KShAF intelligenoe 
which he had euppliod with information.
